next Month, and will break up fhortly after. The 
Quarter-Mafter belonging to the Houſnold is fet out 
for Prague, to prepare the Apartmente apainft their 
Imperiai Majettics Arrival ; and Count de Martinitz 
is to fet out for Carelabad, to get Things in Rea- 
dinefs there againft the Emprefs’s coming. It is 
genctally reported, that the Affair of Tecklenberg 
was determined the 21ſt Iaſtant. 

Hambourg, Jan. 29. The laſt Advices from Swe- 
den fay, 2. the Meeting of the States of the 

Middle of next Month, 
that being the utmoft Time it can be delayed. 
A certain Perfon is taken — at Stockholm, for 
keeping unlawful Correfpondence with a Prince 
in Ru a, to whom the other fent Accounts from 
Time to Time of the Tranſactions in Sweden. 
Letters from Mofcow give an Account, that Orders 
ate given to feveral Regiments to be in a Readi- 
neſe to march to Derbent by April next, and that 
a gteat Number of Sledges were provided to carry 
Amaunition of all kinds to Jaratoff, to be convey- 
ed from thence to Aftracan. 

Hambourg, Jan. 30. M. Boticher, the Czar’s Mi- 
nifter here, and feveral Merchants, have received 
Advices from their Correpondents at Petersbourg 
and Moſcow, of the Magnificent Entry made by 
their Czarifh Majefties into their Capital; and 
likewife, that the Differences between the Czar 
and the Ottoman Porte, ate in a Trais of Accom- 
modation ; tis {aid alfo, that the Turkifh Minifter 
at Mofcow being informed of the Czar’strue Defigns 
with teſpe ct to Perfia, is thoroughly fatisfied, and 
had given Affurances that the Porte would in like 
Manner be contented, which has cauſed great Joy 
at Mofcow. ---- Neverthelefs, this News — 
not at all with a Letter wrote from a foreign Mini- 
fier at Conftantinople, dated the 24th of December 

aft at Pera, giving an Account, that the Imperial 
eſident M. Biccttog being called to an Audience 
of the Grand Vizier, had received frefh Declara- 
tions from him, that the warlike Preparations now 
carrying on at the Porte no Ways regarded the 
perour not any of bis Allies, the Grand Signlor 
ing determined to adhere to the Treaty of Paf- 
farowitz ; and to confirm this, the Porte is refolved 
to fend a Minifter to refide at the Imperial Court in 
like Mannet as M. Dierling does at Conftantinople ; 
that the Grand Vizier alſo gave him a Letter for 
Prince Eugene: The {aid Minifter alfo writes, that 
the Divan has been convened in Prefence of the 
Graod Sultan. in which, Letters from the Chams 
of the Usbeck and Dagueſtan Tartars were read ; 
that afterwards, the Grand Vizier made a Speech, 
{etting forth the vaft Defigns of the Czar, carecftly 
gecommending to the Confideration of the Mini. 
fiers of the Divan the Contents of the aforefaid 
Letters, v hich clearly mani ſe ſt that if once the Czar 
be permitted to eftablifh his Power in Georgia and 
Dagucftan, it will be very C ifficult to diſpoſſẽ fs 
him 5 that he would become Matter of the Chams 
under the Protection of the Porte, and in time 
would infalt the 2 of Perſia and extend his 
Conqactts : That after thefe Reprefeotations, the 
Grand Vizier added, io bis Opieion, it were con- 
venient to recall Mehemet Bafhaw from the Czar’s 
Court. to have 2 verbal Account from him what 


Refolution the Czar has taken open the Remon- 


firances the faid Mehemet Bafhaw had Orders to 
make him ; and accordingly in two Days after wards 
a Courier was diſpatched to Mehemet Bafhaw, ahs 

wiring him to return forthwith to Conftentine 
“This Minifter adds further, that Expreffee were 
fent not only to the Balhaws and Governours on 
the Frontiers of Perſia, but to others, orderi 
them to hold their Troops in a readinefsto march; 
and that a Rupture was expected between the Or. 
toman Porte and the Caar. 

Hague, Jan. 29. The States of Holland have 
adjourn’d their next Mecting to the gd of next 
Month, when they will refume their Confideration 
about ins the Debts of North-Holland. Since 
the laft Memorial which the Danifh Refident pre- 
fented to the States, they have teſolsed to let N. 
Goes continue fome Time longer at Copenbagen, 
and to allow him extraordinary Appoimtments, 
The coming hither of a Zealand Deputation, ig 
order to concert Meafures with the States of Hol- 

far preventing the ſetting up of a. Stadthou- 
der, is uncertains the Regency of Zealand, as tie 
given out, — at preſent divided in their Opi- 
nion in that Affair. In the feveral Conferences 
that Prince Kurakin had of late with the Miniftere 
of the States, they complained to bim of fome 
Hardfhips put upon theit Merchants at Riga; which 
he took ad Referendum.--- M. Hop is preparing

Brufjels, Feb. 4. The Arrival of M. Peter Bar. 
nard, an Officer of the Marine, one of the A na 
tors of the pretended Marquefs de Blanchi’s Credi- 
tors, who is come hither to ptoſecute him, gives 
him great Uncafinefs.
